POST-OFFICE REORGANIZATION. 

The Postmaster-General has taken a first 
step, and a long one, in the reorganization of 
the Post-Office Department along business 
lines. Without waiting for any amendment 
of the law by Congress he has acted within 
the law by readjusting the several divisions 
of the department into logical relation with 
each other. It is evident that, he has in mind 
such a reorganization of the department as 
will bring it into line with the modern busi¬ 
ness methods of a successful corporation. One 
of the weaknesses of the department was the 
absurd manner in which divisions having no 
relations with each other were jumbled to¬ 
gether under one of the Assistant Postmas- 
ters-General, while cognate divisions were 
separated under other jurisdictions. This re¬ 
sulted, on the one hand, in serious confusion 
and cross-current of authority, and on the 
other, in absurd rivalries, so to speak, as be¬ 
tween the registry and money order divisions 
of the Department. 

The new order brings into the office of the 
Postmaster-General himself what may be 
called the staff official proper; groups under 
the jurisdiction of the First Assistant Post¬ 
master-General the appointment and control 
of postmasters and the administration of 
post-offices; gives to the Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General the charge of transporta¬ 
tion and relieves him of certain incongruous 
divisions; charges the Third Assistant Post¬ 
master-General with care for the financial re¬ 


lations of the Department, including the 
money order and registry systems, and the 
sale and redemption of stamps, retaining- 
the division of classification in that office; 
and entrusts the rural free delivery, the cog¬ 
nate division of topography, and like rela¬ 
tions, to the Fourth Assistant Postmaster- 
General. We have from time to time pointed 
out, in The Publishers' Weekly, the desir¬ 
ability of such grouping as a sine qua non of 
good administration, and we hail the present 
change as an evidence both of the Postmaster- 
General’s intention to do and his ability to- 
plan the right thing. 


The Harper reorganization committee gives- 
notice that the holders of $1,000,000 of the 
income bonds out of the total of $1,778,773.32 
outstanding have assented to the proposed 
exchange of these securities for the pre¬ 
ferred stock, at the rate of fifty cents on the 
dollar, as proposed by the committee, and fixes 
December 1, 1905, as the date by which others 
desiring to participate should signify their 
assent. No further information has been 
given, however, on which to form a judgment 
as to why this course is desirable, and it is 
not easy to see that any holder of income 
bonds will gain by the change or suffer any 
harm by failing to participate; nor has it 
been stated whether those assenting to the 
change are those in whose interest such a 
change would be. There is evident an indis¬ 
position on the part of some holders of in¬ 
come bonds to make the change without fur¬ 
ther information. 


COPYRIGHT CONVENTION WITH 
JAPAN. 

The announcement that n copyright con¬ 
vention between Japan and the United States 
has been satisfactorily concluded, and is on 
the eve of being signed, is confirmed by the 
State Department. There has been diplo¬ 
matic correspondence relative to this treaty 
for a number of years. The official text of 
the agreement is expected shortly and will be 
printed by us in a forthcoming issue. 


VALUABLE MANUSCRIPT RE¬ 
TURNED. 

The copy of Bede’s “Super Cantica Canti- 
corum,” a priceless illuminated manuscript of 
the thirteenth century, which was reported 
last week to have been stolen from the li¬ 
brary of Gray’s Inn, has been recovered. A 
workman engaged on the building on the 
10th inst. found the book wrapped in a news¬ 
paper and conveyed it to the authorities of 
the Inn. 
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REORGANIZING THE POST-OFFICE. 

Postmaster-General Cortelyou, accord¬ 
ing to a special despatch to the New York 
Tribune, “lias quietly completed a thorough 
reorganization of the entire Post-office De¬ 
partment, which will go into effect December 
1. Notable in the new organization are the 
following: The grouping of everything af¬ 
fecting post-offices, from the appointment of 
the postmaster to the control of the movement 
of the mails within the jurisdiction of the 
larger offices, under the First Assistant; the 
•confining of the duties of the Second Assist¬ 
ant to all transportation of the mails other 
than that which comes within the jurisdiction 
of the larger offices; the transfer of the 
Money Order Division to the Third Assist¬ 
ant, who already controls the registry system 
and all other revenue producing sources of 
the department; the transfer to the Fourth 
Assistant of the topographic division, which 
is chiefly engaged in making maps for the 
rural free delivery service, already under the 
control of the Fourth Assistant, and the cen¬ 
tralization of all supply divisions under his 
control. 

“While the abolition of the somewhat ludic¬ 
rous spectacle of the registry and money or¬ 
der divisions resorting to a species of com¬ 
petition more suitable to petty business com¬ 
petitors than to branches of the government 
service, and the centralization of all supplies 
under a single head responsible to the Fourth 
Assistant, will constitute the most noticeable 
improvement which will immediately follow 
the reorganization, numerous others, less ob¬ 
vious, are regarded as certain to be effected 
by the new arrangement. 

“The new arrangement will be put in oper¬ 
ation by the following order, which will be 
issued by the Postmaster-General on No¬ 
vember 14: 

“It is hereby ordered that the Division of Ap¬ 
pointments, Division of Bonds and Commissions, 
and the Division of City Free Delivery, heretofore 
under the supervision of the Fourth Assistant Post¬ 
master General, be transferred and assigned to the 
First Assistant Postmaster General; that the Divi¬ 
sion of Money Orders, heretofore under the super¬ 
vision of the First Assistant Postmaster General, be 
transferred and assigned to the Third Assistant Post¬ 
master General; that the Division of Files and 
Records, under the supervision of the Third Assist¬ 
ant Postmaster General, be abolished and its per¬ 
sonnel and work assigned to the office of Chief Clerk 
of that Bureau; that the office of the Topographer, 
heretofore under the supervision of the Postmaster 
General, and the Division of Dead Letters and the 
Division of Postoffice Supplies, heretofore under the 
supervision of the First Assistant Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral, be transferred and assigned to the Fourth As¬ 
sistant Postmaster General, that the division super¬ 
intendents. the rural agents, and the clerks at Divi¬ 
sion Headquarters, Rural Free Delivery Service, 
heretofore under the supervision of the Fourth As¬ 
sistant Postmaster General, be transferred and as¬ 
signed to the Postmaster General (Division of Post- 
office Inspectors and Mail Depredations); and that 
all clerks in the Department engaged in handling 
supplies and in the work incident thereto be trans¬ 
ferred and assigned to duty in the Division of 
Supplies, office of the Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General; and that the organization of the Postoffice 
Department shall be as follows: 

Office of the Postmaster General—Chief clerk, 
private secretary. Assistant Attorney General, pur¬ 
chasing agent, chief inspector (Division of Postoffice 
Inspectors), appointment clerk, disbursing clerk. 

Office of the First Assistant Postmaster General. 
—Division of Appointments, Division of Bonds and 


Salaries and Allowances, Division of City Delivery, 
Division of Correspondence. 

Office of the Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Division of Railway Mail Service, Division of For¬ 
eign Mails, Division of Railway Adjustments, Divi¬ 
sion of Contracts, Division of Inspection, Division of 
Equipment. 

Office of the Third Assistant Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral—Division of Finance, Division of Stamps, Divi¬ 
sion of Money Orders, Division of Registered Mails, 
Division of Classification. Division of Redemption. 

Office of the Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
—Division of Rural Delivery, Division of Supplies, 
Division of Dead Letters, Division of Topography. 

The regulations of the Postoffice Department are 
hereby amended in conformity with the foregoing 
transfers and designations. 

This order is to take effect December 1, 1905- 

George B. Cortelyou, Postmaster General.” 

Under the reorganization secured by the 
Postmaster-General’s order the broad plan 
upon which the department s work is now 
allotted may be summarized as follows: 

Postmaster-General—Direction and super¬ 
vision of the postal service. 

First Assistant Postmaster-General—Post- 
office personnel and management. 

Second Assistant Postmaster-General— 
Transportation of the mails. 

Third Assistant Postmaster-General—Pos¬ 
tal finance. 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General— 
Rural free delivery and miscellaneous postal 
business. 


MODERN BOOK ILLUSTRATION. 

At a meeting of the New York Library 
Club, at the Library of the General Theolog¬ 
ical Seminary, on the afternoon of the 9 *h 
inst., the subject of “Book Illustration” was 
discussed, particularly in relation to historical 
and scientific books and current publications. 
George Hawes Whittle, of the art department 
of the Century, spoke of the principles of sim¬ 
plicity and unity that must underlie the illus¬ 
trator’s work, and the thorough sympathy with 
the text that is necessary if it is to be prop¬ 
erly interpreted. Victor H. Paltsits, of the 
Lenox Library, said that bogus illustrations 
were a common characteristic of historical 
books. Publishers did not discriminate be¬ 
tween actual portraits or bonafide drawings 
and purely imaginative pictures in the illus¬ 
tration of histories. For example, he said 
that there is no known portrait of Columbus, 
the existing pictures being simply different 
types created by early chroniclers; yet, never¬ 
theless, these are used in most school and 
standard histories with no .statement of the 
fact. No known portrait of Jacques Cartier 
exists; yet what purports to be such appears 
in many histories, though it is merely a crea¬ 
tive picture taken from an old painting by a 
French artist. One of the most popular man¬ 
uals of the history of old New York, he said, 
was supplied largely with bogus illustrations, 
such, for instance, as the familiar picture of 
Peter Stuyvesant’s house on the old Bouwerie, 
which he characterized as an unauthentic pic¬ 
ture, “faked” or altered in minor details by 
successive publishers in order to present a 
slightly different appearance in different 
books. Frank Weitenkampf, curator of the 
Print Department of the New York Public 
Library, spoke briefly upon the formation of 
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print departments in public libraries, the 
collection of material and its varied uses. 
Mr. Bostwick spoke of bogus scientific 
pictures, instancing the picture in so many 
encyclopaedias showing the funnel-shaped 
cloud of a tornado, which he said was 
wholly imaginary, as until recently at least 
no photograph or actual sketch of this existed. 
He referred also to the practice of having 
text prepared, often of a valueless character, 
to fit a given series of pictures, as being the 
raison d'etre of many illustrated books. In 
the discussion the inartistic character of many 
so-called art gift-books was pointed out, and 
it was said that the greatest banes of modern 
book illustration were “the girl”—of the Gib¬ 
son, Christy and kindred varieties—and the 
half-tone. An exhibition of examples of il¬ 
lustrative work was shown after the meeting 
in the Bible room of the seminary.

THE SCRIBNER EXHIBIT OF FIRST 
EDITIONS. 

The usual fall exhibition held by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons is this year devoted to an 
extraordinary collection of the first editions 
of one hundred famous books. This gather¬ 
ing begins with a sumptuous folio of St. 
Thomas Aquinas, printed by Mentelin at 
Augsburg in 1463—eleven years before Cax- 
ton began his famous press at Westminster— 
and extends through more than three cen¬ 
turies, almost to the modern era, in Goethe’s 
“Wilhelm Meister” of 1795. The most im¬ 
portant and valuable book in the exhibition 
is a superb copy'of Pliny’s “Historia Nat- 
uralis” from John de Spira’s press at Venice 
in 1469. This, the masterpiece of Spira’s 
famous press, is a magnificent specimen of 
book making even at a time when books were 
works of art. This copy has been illumi¬ 
nated by Girolamo di Cremona. Of popular 
interest is a copy of the editio princeps of the 
“Imitatio Christi” printed about 1471. Among 
the rarer items are the Augustine’s “Civitate 
Dei’’ of 1466; the Herodotus of 1474; the 
Euclid of 1482: the Plato of 1513, besides the 
first editions of Sophocles, Euripides, Thucy¬ 
dides and Aristophanes. Here may be seen 
also the first editions of Froissart Chronicles, 
of Holinshed’s Chronicles, of Gerarde’s fas¬ 
cinating Herball, with its quaint and beauti¬ 


ful wood-cuts, of the first complete Chaucer 
in its original vellum binding, of Montaigne’s 
“Essais,” and Sidney’s “Arcadia.” For the 
bibliographical expert here are such choice 
rarities as Coryat’s “Crudites,” 1611 (John 
Davies’s of Hereford copy), Baxter’s “Saints’ 
Everlasting Rest,” the first (Latin) edition 
of Fox’s “Book of Martyrs,” Watt’s “Hymns 
and Songs” (1707), of which but three copies 
are known, and George Fox’s curious and ex¬ 
tremely rare “A Battle-Door” (in defence of 
the Quaker Thou). French literature is am¬ 
ply represented by totally uncut copies of the 
first editions of Moliere’s “Les Femmes Sga- 
vantes,” and Racine’s “Mithradate,” the latter 
enriched by the addition of his autograph sig 
nature, and the four exquisite little volumes 
of Fenelon’s “Les Aventures de Telemaque. 
A copy of Boileau’s “CEuvres Diverses” con¬ 
tains a three-page autograph letter of Boileau 
to Racine, and some satiric verses on a mezzo¬ 
tint portrait of himself. Lessing’s “Fabeln” 
and Goethe’s “Wilhelm Meister” may be 
mentioned among- the masterpieces of Ger¬ 
man literature, while of the English literature 
of the eighteenth century here are to be found 
almost all the famous books of that century 
famous in literature, many in unique state and 
all enriched by manuscript material of great 
interest and value. The exhibition opened on 
November 15 and will continue for one week.
